For one Missouri Air National Guards-
man, life as a Citizen-Airman is far from 
the wilds of her civilian career.

Self, who enlisted as an aviation re-
source management technician with the 
131st, has already demonstrated the po-
tential for a long and successful career, 
said her recruiter, Tech Sgt. Jason Jones.

“Airman Self has shown herself to 
be an outstanding addition to the 131st 
through her strong work ethic and dedica-
tion,” Jones said. “She has demonstrated 
leadership qualities that will be strength-
ened throughout her Air Force training 
and benefit the Missouri Air National 
Guard for years to come.”

While Self’s dream was to work with 
animals, she had another goal: to serve 
her country. Self said she has wanted to 
serve since she was a child, and partici-
pated in Junior ROTC during high school. 
She considered enlisting during her senior 
year, but ultimately decided to take an-
other path. 

An Illinois native, she knew from a 
young age she wanted to spend her life 
working with animals. 

“It wasn’t until I started to study ap-

She graduated from the University of 
Illinois in 2009 with a degree in animal 
science.

“We are 
responsible for the section of the African 
exhibits that house the chimpanzees, hip-
pos, leopard tortoises, African wild dogs, 
baboons and slender-snouted crocodiles.”

The years spent working in her current 
civilian career field will make her a bet-
ter, more responsible Airman, Self said. 
Though her specific civilian job responsi-
bilities may seem far out of the realm of 
military tasks, Self said the environment 
she works in has prepared her well for her 
duties as a Citizen-Airman.

“My job in the Air National Guard will 
be aviation resources management, where 
I will be supporting the pilots [as they] fly 
the B-2s,” Self said. “We have a very la-
bor-intensive, fast-paced, high-tempo job 
that is also very rewarding.” 

Going from the zoo to Missouri Air Na-
tional Guard blue, Self’s story is a testa-
ment to never giving up on a dream. She is 
currently awaiting dates for basic training 
and technical school, and is excited for the 
challenges ahead of her.

“I’m thankful for the flexibility that 
being in the Air National Guard provides 
for reaching all of my career goals,” Self 
said. “I feel like everything has fallen 
into place and this is where I have always 
wanted to be.”

TA Use It
Or Lose It!

(Editor’s note: This is part three of a three-part series about sections 
of the 509th Logistics Readiness Squadron Material Management Flight)

As B-2 Spirits are flown around the world as part of strategic deter-
rence and global strike operations, a small group of Airmen work in a 
warehouse, organizing hundreds of thousands of aircraft parts to make that 
mission possible. 

Without these parts, hundreds of Airmen and civilians who provide 
crucial maintenance to the B-2 would not have the equipment necessary to 
accomplish their mission.

Put another way, a unit of 12 Airmen from the 509th Logistics Readi-
ness Squadron aircraft part store keep  B-2 sorties from coming to a grind-
ing halt. 

“Our daily mission is to provide logistics support to anyone on the 
flightline,” said Master Sgt. Francine Vargas, 509th LRS aircraft part store 
NCO in charge. “Our number one priority is to support the B-2, which 
feeds into the Air Force’s nuclear deterrence mission.”

In addition to the responsibility of providing logistics support to anyone 
on the flightline, the shop has 2,000 authorizations for items in kits used for 
exercises, contingencies and other missions. Along with that, the members 
who work in the shop are responsible for more than 124,000 warehouse 
assets valued at $640 million.

The equipment they have ensures that all aircraft on base receive the 
equipment they need in a timely manner so the mission can continue, said 
Staff Sgt. Anton Auster, 509th Logistics Readiness Squadron aircraft part 
store supervisor.

“When an aircraft has broken components and maintenance shops need 
parts to make repairs, we want to make sure we get them as soon as pos-
sible,” Auster said. 

The shop also supports Whiteman’s tenant units as well as the aircraft 
and maintenance flights associated with them, Vargas said.

“We have tenant support agreements in place,” Vargas said. “These 
agreements spell out specific responsibilities and logistics support that we 
have to provide.”

Being able to provide equipment in a timely manner helps support Air 
Force Global Strike Command’s nuclear deterrence mission because air-
craft need to be able to lift off the runway to support global strike opera-

tions, Vargas said.
“If we aren’t able to complete our mission, our nation would be at risk 

because the parts supporting the B-2 Spirit are all here,” Vargas said.
Ensuring the B-2 can take off on time is one aspect of the mission that 

makes the LRS Airmen proud of the level of responsibility they have, said 
Auster. 

“When real-world emergencies kick off, we play a pivotal role in help-
ing ensure the B-2 takes off in a timely manner,” Auster said.

Being stationed at a base where the world’s most deadly stealth bomber 
can be deployed at a moment’s notice can help motivate aircraft part store 
members to work through long hours, Vargas said.

“It gets pretty tough, but the Airmen in our shop have assembled very 
well to make things work,” she said. 

Vargas’ unit recently demonstrated this fact, winning the Team Award 
during a compliance unit inspection in June. 

“The award was a big deal because every member in our shop is either 
brand new or returning from a recent deployment,” Vargas said. “Even 
though our career field is currently going through manning constraints, 
our Airmen have still been able to grow and perform well. That is the most 
rewarding part about my job.”

Paper, aluminum, plastic and cardboard are 
necessary resources used on a daily basis to 
complete tasks that would not be possible with-
out them. Once used, they are usually thrown 
into a bin to await the process of recycling. 

The 509th Force Support Squadron re-
cycling center plays an important role in en-
suring Whiteman is free of waste, and that 
base personnel help contribute to a cleaner 
environment,said Mark Davis, 509th FSS recy-
cling center supervisor.

“Our job is to reduce the amount of material 
waste hauled by oil and fuel,” said Davis. “Last 
year, we diverted 41 percent of the base’s trash. 
Increasing the percentage of recycled material 
is ideal and can only be achieved with full par-
ticipation. Our goal is to reduce the amount of 
waste the base has to send to the landfill.”

Recycling can save any organization a great 

deal of money when compared to other dispos-
al methods. 

“Earlier this year, it cost a $100 a ton for the 
base to haul trash to the garbage contractor,” 
said Jeff Willming, 509th FSS material exam-
iner and identifier. “So for every ton that we 
recycle, we save the base a $100. Last year, the 
whole recycling program diverted 1,045 tons, 
which include waste, oil and scrap metal. We 
made $216,000 for the base. Another part of 
our mission is to recycle as much paper, plastic, 
cardboard and aluminum as possible.”

The recycling center also plays a key role in 
providing the base additional money by turning 
in recycled materials to companies for compen-
sation, said Willming.

He added that this process must be accom-
plished in a way that keeps costs to a minimum. 

“After all of our payroll and extent expenses 
have been covered, the rest of the money is 
returned to the base,” said Willming.“It stays 
right here in Whiteman, and is used to improve 
certain aspects and areas such as the rubber run-

ning track, batting cages and some of the rest-
rooms at the baseball fields.”

This serves a major benefit to Whiteman 
because with current budget cuts, the base has 
very limited options in acquiring these addi-
tional funds but through recycling. The more 
people recycle, the more money Whiteman re-
ceives.

The recycling center crew average 30 bales 
of cardboard, 6 bales of newspaper, 4 bales of 
office paper and a bale of plastic a month. When 
they have a truck-load of cardboard, newspaper 
and office paper bales, they have to take at least 
three bids from commodity brokers. The high-
est bidder will then send in a truck to get the 
bales and ship them to a purchasing company.

The recycling center crew operates heavy 
machinery and equipment, ranging from fork-

lifts to conveyor belts, which can result in seri-
ous injury if used improperly.

“When dealing with machines, there is the 
possibility of getting crushed hands from work-
ing with large, metal bins,” said Davis. “There 
is also the possibility of getting hit by an oper-
ating forklift if not aware, or the possibility of 
slips and falls from ladders and spillage from 
liquids within cans.”

Despite the hazards, the recycling center 
crew enjoys assisting with bringing in money 
to the base to help make renovations for Air-
men and their families, said Davis.

“I enjoy seeing the results of our job lead-
ing to the renovations that are being made to 
Whiteman,” he said. “It lets me know that what 
I’m doing is giving back to the base and its Air-
men.”

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The Falcons come into the season having convinced
TE Tony Gonzalez to return for another season, and added
running back Steven Jackson to fortify the ground game.
The Falcons need Jackson, who has a lot of mileage on his
legs, to stay healthy for them to have a chance to return
to the NFC Championship Game. Matt Ryan will have his
dual outside weapons, Roddy White and Julio Jones,once
again this year. The offense will be great as long as they
stay healthy, but the defense will be the key to the Fal-
cons’ season-long success or failure.

In this match-up, with Graham and Sproles, as well as
receivers Marques Colston and Lance Moore, I see the
Saints taking the first game of the season at home 38-33;
however, the Falcons will end the season with a better
record and the division crown.

Green Bay Packers at San Francisco 49ers: This is a
rematch of last year’s high-scoring NFC divisional-round
game in which San Fran quarterback Colin Kaepernick
torched the Packers defense to a tune of 263 yards and
two scores through the air and a record-setting 181 yards
and two scores on the ground. This opening game will not
be short on offense – expect another high-scoring game
and inflated fantasy points. The key to this match-up will
be Kaepernick,who lost his favorite target from last sea-
son in WR Michael Crabtree. Anquan Boldin, who beat
the 49ers in the Super Bowl with the Ravens, will now
be Kaepernick’s likely number-one target.

The Packers will need to add more balance to their high-
flying offense if they expect an extended playoff run.

back and will split carries with James Starks and fellow
rookie Johnathan Franklin. The Pack’s D still gives up too
many big plays and I see that being their Achilles heel.
Kaepernick has a big game, and in a high-scoring affair
the 49ers take down the Packers again, this time 41-37.

Philadelphia Eagles at Washington Redskins: The
Redskins and Eagles kick off the first Monday Night Foot-
ball game of the season in an intense NFC East battle. The
Redskins come into their first game of the season after
winning the division last year, with the electrifying Robert
Griffin III returning from major knee surgery. His health
is the key to the Redskins’ season and future, so he must
stay on the field for the Redskins to excel.

This new Eagles team comes with several question
marks, as new head coach Chip Kelly tries to bring his
fast-paced spread offense to the NFL. Griffin and other
athletic QBs have shown the read option may have life
in the pros and now it’s Michael Vick’s chance to show
off his athleticism in this scheme. I see this being a close
contest with both defenses stepping up and playing well.
If Vick doesn’t turn the ball over, the Eagles will have a
chance to upset the Redskins. I don’t see that happening
though; Vick will commit a key turnover or two and the
Eagles will struggle putting the ball in the end zone. The
Redskins will play a smart game, winning 24-16.

Fantasy Watch: My first fantasy watch pick of the
year is New England Patriots TE Zach Sudfeld. Sudfeld,
an undrafted free agent, looks to open week one as the
Pats’ starting TE. With Aaron Hernandez and Jake Bal-
lard both gone this season and Ron Gronkowski injured
and unlikely to see any action in the first couple of weeks,
Sudfeld will have plenty of opportunities. Tom Brady
loves to operate with a two-TE set, and with a lot of new
faces in the receiving corps, look for Sudfeld to haul in

at least one touchdown catch and possible fill up the stat
sheet.

Season Predictions: I see this season featuring mostly
the same power teams as last season. I see a little more
movement in the AFC with Cincinnati taking over to win
the North, and my surprise pick the Chiefs. I think Andy
Reid, with his West-Coast offense being run by Alex
Smith, can elevate this team back to the playoffs. The
NFC is much of the same from last year. I see New Or-
leans regaining some power with the return of Sean Pay-
ton. Tom Brady will defeat Peyton Manning in the AFC
Championship Game, while San Francisco will return to
the Super Bowl by defeating Green Bay.
